WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  water  supply  of  the  City  is  derived  from  bore  holes,  situated  in  the 
Devizes  Road  area,  the  Wyndham  Road  area,  and  at  Deans  Farm,  north  of  Old 
Sarum,  respectively,, 

Samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  before  and  after  chlor¬ 
ination  at  each  well  weekly.  The  samples  from  the  Deans  Farm  bore  hole  and 
the  Wyndham  Road  bore  hole  were  all  free  from  evidence  f  pollution,  both  before 
and  after  chlorination,,  A  certain  number  of  samples  taie...  before  chlorination 
at  the  Devizes  Road  bore  hole  showed  evidence  of  pollution  on  several  occasions 
between  the  end  of  April  and  the  end  of  May®  It  was  considered,  after  investi¬ 
gation,  that  this  pollution  was  probably  due  to  sampling  errors.  All  samples 
taken  at  this  bore  hole  after  chlorination  were  free  from  evidence  of  pollution® 

A  sample  of  a  main  water  supply  taken  in  i960  showed  0.1  parts  per  million 

of  fluoride. 

No  restrictions  on  the  consumption  of  water  were  imposed  during  the  year. 

Five  samples  were  taken  by  the  public  health  inspectors  during  the  year 
from  four  private  wells  supplying  dairies  and  other  industrial  premises  in  the 
City  and  all  were  satisfactory® 

The  number  of  houses  in  the  City  with  direct  water  supply  was  11,241® 

There  were  eleven  houses  with  an  approximate  population  of  nineteen  served  by 
standpipes®

REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 


1964  saw  the  completion  of  the  first  year's  effort  to  supplement  the  pre¬ 
cisions  of  this  Act,  but  of  557  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
employing  5,260  persons,  only  68  had  received  a  general  (deny  inspection, 

although  an  additional  14-8  visits  had  been  made©  However,  a  f  a^  r  amount  of 
useful  work  was  achieved  in  the  more  densely  populated  centre  of  bhe  City,  as 
shown  below,.  Progress  in  this  field,  coupled  with  other  duties,  is  necessarily 
slow  and  it  will  depend  on  any  time  extension  allowed  after  August,  1 966  (when 
all  the  premises  registered  should  have  been  inspected)  whether  the  appointment 
of  another  inspector  will  be  necessary.

A  separate  report  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  was  made  in  April,  1966 
regarding  the  enforcement  of  the  requirements  to  provide  suitable  and  satis¬ 
factory  lighting  in  shops  and  offices.  This  report  related  to  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year  and  in  addition  Local  Authorities  were  asked  to  report 
specifically  on  the  adequacy  of  lighting  in  premises  inspected  during  the 
month  of  November.  This  showed  that  office  lighting  generally  was  satisfac¬ 
tory  but  lighting  of  staircases,  corridors,  stock-rooms  and  filing  rooms  was 
generally  poor.  Shop  lighting  varied  widely  in  different  parts  of  selling 
areas,  being  generally  good  but  varying  from  poor  to  brilliant,  although 
no  instances  of  excessive  glare  were  observed.

Fifty-three  (40)  general  inspections  and  477  (276)  individual  inspections 
of  stalls  were  made  with  a  view  to  observing  the  sale  of  unsound  food  and  also 
compliance  with  the  Food  Handling  Bye-laws  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations* 
Five  notices  were  served  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,,  and  3  others  were 
complied  with* 

Offensive  Trades 


There  is  only  one  such  trade  carried  on  within  the  City,  viz*  a  marine 
store „  The  premises  are  regularly  inspected  and  are  generally  kept  clean, 
tidy  and  free  from  vermin* 

Moveable  Dwellings 

Two  inspections  of  the  two  sites,  1  inspection  and  9  additional  visits 
to  individual  vans  were  made  during  the  year* 

Ice-cream 

Seventy— three  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  65  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  (grades  1  and  2) ,  3  fairly 
satisfactory  (grade  3)  and  5  unsatisfactory  (grade  4) o  This  standard  is 
set  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  which  suggest  that  over  a 
period  of  six  months  50^  should  fall  into  Grade  1  ,  80^  into  Grades  1  and  2, 
not  more  than  20^  into  Grade  3  and  none  into  Grade  4°  The  5  unsatisf actory 
samples  were  associated  with  unsterile  rinse  water  used  with  the  servers*

Two  hundred  and  nine  milk  samples  (i  75  +  34:  lines  1  and  2)  were  submit¬

THE  PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 

During  the  year  1 89  complaints  of  rats  or  mice  were  received  and  together 
with  surveys  undertaken  on  adjoining  properties s  a  total  of  302  Inspections 
(involving  1,400  visits  and  138  treatments)  of  the  following  varied  types  of 
premises  were  made:-  dwellings ^  business  premises,  institutions,  garden  sheds 
and  poultry  runs ?  pig  sties,  the  sewage  works  and  a  refuse  tip.  The  annual 
test  baiting  of  the  City*s  sewers  was  carried  out  in  April.  None  of  the  130 
manholes  checked  showed  any  evidence  of  infestation,  therefore  it  was  not 
necessary  to  carry  out  any  treatments.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  this  is 
the  third  year  the  sewers  have  been  recorded  as  free  from  Infestation,

The  total  number  of  animals  inspected  shows  an  increase  of  16,736  (17%) 
over  1964®  The  increase  in  the  various  categories  of  animals  was  1,341  cattle, 
4,978  sheep  and  11,012  pigs.  Calves  showed  a  small  decrease  of  793*  These 
figures  show  an  increase  during  the  past  two  years  of  36%  or  30,750  animals. 

The  alterations  to  the  slaughterhall.  were  finished  in  February  and  it  is 
now  possible  to  slaughter  three  different  classes  of  animals  at  the  same  time, 
although,  in  practice  this  may  be  limited  to  two  for  most  of  the  time0  The 
shortage  of  slaughtermen  has  however,  so  far,  prevented  the  two  slaughtering 
lines  from  being  operated  to  capacity,  except  on  a  very  few  occasions  and  one 
line  is  more  or  less  permanently  under  strengths  This,  however,  has  not 
prevented  the  throughput  per  hour  from  being  noticeably  increased. 

The  standardised  ’'unit"  figure  for  the  year  was  53,790,  an  increase  of 
7,618,  whilst  the  average  unit  figure  per  week  increased  by  146  to  1,034® 

The  average  number  of  animals  slaughtered  per  week  was  274  cattle,  48 
calves,  702  sheep  and  1 ,208  pigs0

Result  of  post-mortem  inspection 

Four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  whole  carcases  were  rejected  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption^  a  decrease  of  132  over  1 964*  This  is  0<„4%  of  the  total 
number  of  animals  slaughtered,.  In  addition  some  41  ,838  animals  had  some  part 
rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  This  means  that  36%  of  the  animals 
slaughtered  had  some  disease,  infection,  or  infestation. 

Table  III  shows  the  number  of  whole  carcases  rejected  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  the  reasons  therefore;  Table  IV  shows  a  similar  comparison  for 
part  carcases  and  offal,  whilst  Table  V  summarises  the  number  of  animals  from 
which  some  part  or  organ  was  rejected.

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Cysticercosis 


Cysticercosis  covers  tape  worms  found  in  man,  the  cystic  stages  of  which 
(cysticercus  bovis  and  cysticercus  cellulosae)  are  found  in  cattle  and  pigs 
respectively;  and  two  tape  worms  found  in  dogs,  the  cystic  stages  of  which 
(cysticercus  ovis  and  cysticercus  tenuicollis)  are  found  in  sheep.  The  latter 
two  tape  worms  are  not  transmissible  to  man. 

Eighty-nine  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  found  and  Table  VI  indicates 
the  site  of  infection.  As  the  cyst  is  easily  destroyed  by  freezing  all  affec¬ 
ted  carcases  were  removed  to  cold  stores  in  Salisbury  or  Southampton  and  kept 
there  for  21  days  at  a  temperature  not  exceeding  20  F.

Tuberculosis 

A  total  of  1 0  cattle  and  225  pigs  were  found  to  be  affected  with  tuber¬ 
culosis  daring  the  year,  2  pigs  being  generalised  cases. 

Seventeen  cattle  (l6  cows  and  1  steer)  having  reacted  to  the  tuberculin 
test  were  slaughtered  under  the  provisions  of  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1964?  6 
of  these  and  4  other  cattle  not  being  reactors  showing  evidence  of  tuberculosis. 
All  were  purchased  by  the  F.M.C.  from  markets  or  farms  in  the  south  of  England. 

Table  VIII  shows  the  percentage  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  at 
the  abattoir  since  1955,  and  Table  IX  shows  the  distribution  of  lesions  found

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On  no  occasion  during  the  year  was  it  necessary  to  seize  any  meat  under 
Section  9  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1 955- 

As  no  means  of  sterilisation  is  provided  at  the  abattoir,  all  meat  and 
offal  which  is  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  is  taken  to  the  F.M.C’s 
own  bye-products  factory  at  Swindon. 

During  the  year  large  transportable  containers  replaced  the  multitude  of 
unsatisfactory  bins  which  were  used  for  the  storage  of  this  type  of  meat.  These 
containers  are  removed  daily  and  should  effectively  reduce  the  nuisance  from 
flies 0 

Meat  Depot 

In  addition  to  the  routine  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  In  the 
abattoir  it  sometimes  becomes  necessary  to  inspect  meat  or  offal  in  the  cold 
stores  which  have  been  returned  by  butchers,  purchased  from  other  abattoirs 
or  received  from  other  sources.

The  new  extensions,  comprising  extended  slaughter  hall,  new  cutting-up 
and  cold  rooms,  additional  lairage,  car  parking  and  new  offices  became  opera¬ 
tive  in  February,,  It  then  became  possible  to  kill  three  lines  of  animals  at  a 
timec  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  sufficient  slaughtermen  however  prevented 
the  new  arrangements  being  worked  fully  from  the  date  ol  the  alterations. 

Five  new  slaughtermen  joined  the  gang  at  different  times  bringing  the  total  up 
to  1  8  and  it  was  then  possible  to  make  use  of  the  alterations.  However,  4  of 
these  new  slaughtermen  have  since  left  but  the  management  intend  to  encourage 
new  apprentices  to  fill  their  vacancies. 

The  effect  of  these  alterations  on  the  meat  inspection  service  means  an 
increase  in  throughput  per  hour  but  it  is  considered  that  the  jQffo  increase 
envisaged  will  only  be  attained  gradually  with  the  training  of  new  personnel.
